ANNUAL REPORT of the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, 
for the Year 1866-67. 



TO HIS EXCELLENCY JAMES, MARQUIS OF ABEROORN, K.G., 
LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL-GOVERNOR 
OF IRELAND, &c. &c. &c. 



V\/’E, “ the Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” constituted and appointed 
by an Act of Parliament made in the fifty-third year of the reign of his 
late Majesty King George the Third, do, in respectfully submitting to your 
Excellency a General Report of the Proceedings of the Board since their last 
Report, beg to state, — 

That during the past year but few circumstances calling for special remark have 
interfered with the usual and regular duties of the Commissioners. Much of our 
time and attention has been occupied by the management, with the assistance of 
our local agents, of the various Estates vested in us, and which respectively 
constitute the Endowments of the Schools under our control (the principal being 
those of the Royal Schools of Armagh, Banagher, Cavan, Dungannon, Ennis- 
killen, Carysfort, and Raphoe) ; and we have the satisfaction to report to your 
Excellency that there has not been brought under our notice on these extensive 
Estates a single instance of outrage of an agrarian or of a political character ; 
that the rents, which are moderate, are generally well paid, and the tenants 
peaceable and well-conducted. 

The large number of Pupils attending the Royal Schools of Dungannon and 
Enniskillen proves that these Establishments continue to maintain the high 
position in public estimation which they have reached under the management of 
their present Masters. 

Tiie Royal School at Armagh, which had been, as stated i n rmr last Report, 
temporarily broken up, in consequence of scarlatina having appeared amongst 
the pupils, does not, we regret to state, exhibit by its periodical School Returns, 
that success which might be expected to result from its excellent situation, large 
endowment, and the high character and attainments of the Head Master. 

The attendance at Cavan, Raphoe, and Carysfort Royal Schools shows no 
material variation since our last Report ; but we are glad to be enabled to state 
that at Raphoe Royal School, which is situated in a remote and not flourishing 
town, the character of the School has in no degree fallen off, and that the 
Examiner specially appointed to examine the candidates for the School Prizes 
annually granted by us, reports very favourably on the excellent answering of 
the competing pupils, and the exertions and teaching of the Head Master. 
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The subject of the Royal Scholarships founded by us in connection with such 
Royal Schools as respectively possess funds enabling- us to make the necessary 
annual expenditure, has been so frequently brought forward in detail in our 
Annual Reports, that we only think it necessary to state that these valuable 
Exhibitions, to which Pensioners and Sizars only are eligible, can be obtained solely 
as the results of a competitive examination presided over by a Court of 
Examiners specially appointed by the University for that purpose ; that the 
Reports of this Court set forth both the positive and the comparative merits of 
the various candidates ; that these Scholarships, which are tenable for Hve years, 
can only be held by the Exhibitioners obtaining, in every year of their under- 
graduate course, a certain number of honourable distinctions prescribed by us ; 
that the course of examination for election to Royal Scholarships is yearly some- 
what varied, and that the circle of qualification for retaining them has latterly 
been much extended, embracing- success at the examinations for the Indian Civil 
Service; for entrance to the Royal Academy at Woolwich, anti at other com- 
petitions not contemplated at their original establishment. And we beg to append 
to this Report a copy of the latest Rules published by us on this subject, and to 
submit to your Excellency a list of the names of those now holding Royal 
Scholarships, and the annual amounts payable to each :

With regard to the various School-houses in our charge, we beg to report that 
thev have been kept by us in a good and substantial state of repair, by such 
outlays as have been reported to us to be necessary. At Enniskillen School-house 
we have, since our last Report, made certain improvements and additions which 
were recommended by our architect as necessary to the completion of the very 
extensive works nfrt tong since cmd ertakcu at? this geeam eete blishinei i-fc. 

We beg also to state that we have, since our last Report, handed over to the 
Master of Dungannon Royal School as large a sum as the funds of that endow- 
ment would permit, in repayment of a very considerable amount advanced by 
him for the purpose of enlarging and improving the School premises, and adapting 
them more fully to the modern system of the large public schools in England. 

The School-house recently built by us for the tenantry on the Dungannon 
School Estate has not as yet been opened, in consequence of some difficulties 
which arose as to the management of the School and the appointment of a 
Schoolmaster. T 
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In reference to the School at Kilbricken, on our Queen’s County Estate, 
which was established for our tenantry, we beg to report that, the School having 
for some time ceased to be attended, except by a few Pupils, we procured a new 
Master and Mistress, who are reported to us to give great satisfaction to all 
parties, and to be successful in restoring the attendance of the children to what 
we had reason to expect it should be. 



At the Endowed School of Midleton, in the county of Cork, we were 
induced, on the representations and recommendation of the local Governors, to 
undertake a considerable expenditure of the funds belonging to this endow- 
ment ; and we are gratified in being able to report that this School, once held in 
high public estimation, but which had of recent years been attended by very few 
Pupils, has, under its present Master, regained its former high position, and 
is reported to us by the local Governors to be in every way in a most satis- 
factory condition. 



The Tullyvin School, also one of private endowment, continues to attract 
a much enlarged attendance under the strict supervision of its local Governors. 

Certain of the Diocesan Schools are more successful than we were able in 
former reports to state them to be; but the case of the Diocesan Schools 
generally, and their unsatisfactory condition, has been by us so frequently 
brought under the notice of Government, that we do not feel called on to 
make any further reference to this subject.

REGULATIONS of “ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” as to the 
Royal Scholars.— 1867. 



«Thb Commissioners of Education in Ireland” have founded 30 Exhibitions, called 
« Royal Scholarships,” for students who shall enter Trinity College from the Royal Schools 
of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, or Cavan, viz., five scholarships of 50 7. per annum 
each for jVrmaglT School ; and five of 507. per annum, and five of 307. per annum for each 
of the Schools of Dungannon and Enniskillen; and five of 257. per annum for Cavan 



School. . 

The scholarships can he obtained by such students only as have been at least three 
years in all, previously to their entrance into Trinity College, pupils in some one or 
other of the Royal Schools. It is not, however, hereby intended to prevent pupils from 
movin'* from one of them to another ; but the scholarships founded for the respective 
Schools of Armagh, Dungannon, Enniskillen, and Cavan, can be obtained only by 
students who have entered the University from the schools for which such scholarships 
have been founded. . . , 

The scholarships to be tenable for five years from the time of them being obtained, 
subject to certain conditions hereafter mentioned. _ 

The Provost and Senior Fellows have signified their willingness to appoint Examiners 
in each year, to examine, on the first convenient day after the second entrance in the 
month of October, such students as shall have entered from the said four Royal Schools, 
and shall offer themselves as candidates for these scholarships. , 

In 1867 the examination will be in the course prescribed for entrance into T.C.D. 
(omitting Virgil’s JEneid, Xenophon, and Lucian) ; in the Sixth Book of Herodotus, and 
in passages taken from such Greek and Latin authors as are not part of the 1.0. D. 



entrance course. 

In translating French into English. 

In Modern Geography. 

1 In such a knowledge of English literature, and the history of English literature, as may 
be derived from the Third, Fourth, and Fifth Books of Milton’s Paradise Lost, Johnson s 
Lives of Milton, Dryden, Addison, Swift, and Pope, and two of Sliakspeare’s plays, 
viz., X ing John, and Much Ado About Nothing. 



In History — 

Ancient — Genesis — Exodus, ch. i. xx. inch — the historical part of Numbers the 
Book of Joshua — I. Sam. — II. Sam. — I. & II. Kings — and Smith’s Sacred History, 
first twenty-four chapters, excluding the appendices. 

Grecian — William Smith’s. 

Roman — Liddell’s smaller History of Rome. 

English — Student’s Hume’s History. 



In Science — 

Euclid — Books I. II. III. VI., excluding all deducibles. 

Algebra — to the end of Quadratic Equations, excluding the theory of Equations. 
Arithmetic — As in the T.C.D. entrance course. 

Note . — The course of examination for Royal Scholarships will be, from time to time, 
varied by the Commissioners. 



The examination will be carried on mainly by means of written papers ; and in addition 
to the examination by papers in the various authors, each examiner may, at his discretion, 
examine the candidate viva voce in one author. 

The examination in History and Geography will be vivd voce. _ . . 

The proficiency of the candidates in Greek, Latin, and English Composition will be 
parti cularlv inquired into; and also their knowledge of the rules of Greek and Latin 
versification, with their skill in making verses in both languages. Especial attention will 
be paid to the -examination in Ancient and Modern History and Geography .. 

No fellow commoner can be admitted as a candidate for a Royal Scholarship. 

No pensioner shall be admitted as a candidate for a Royal Scholarship who ‘shall not 
have remained at one of the Royal Schools to which the Scholarships are attached till an 
October entrance examination in T.C.D. of the same year as the examination tor itoya 
Scholarships, at which he may be a candidate. . . , -d av _i 

No sizar shall be admitted as a candidate, who shall not have remained at suen xuw 
School till the sizarship entrance examination immediately preceding the examination 
>r Royal Scholarships, at which he may be a candidate. _ 

No student who shall have attained 20 years of age shall be permitted to becom 
mdidate for a Royal Scholarship. The age of the candidate must be. proved to 
itisfaction of the schoolmaster, and certified by him. 
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No student shag be elected a Royal Scholar unless he shall have, previously to the 
examination for Royal Scholarships, produced to the Secretary of the Commissioners n 
certificate signed hy the Master of the Royal School from which he shall have entered 
T.C.D., certifying that such candidate is duly qualified according to the above-stated 

The candidates from each school shall he examined together, and a return made to the 
Commissioners of their positive merit; and also an arrangement of the candidates accord 
mg to their answering, without distinction of schools; the Commissioners reserving to 
themselves the power of suspending or diminishing one or more Scholarships, if sufficient 
merit has not been shown. 

In cases of equalit}' of merit, in all other respects, the poverty of a candidate will he 
taken into consideration. A student who lias once been a candidate cannot he elio-lble 
on a subsequent occasiou. ° 

Students when appointed to these Scholarships may retain them for five years from 
the time of their election, provided that, proceeding . regularly with their respective 
classes, they obtain in each year of their undergraduate course one honour of the first 
rank, or two honours of the second rank. The election itself to one of these scholarships

hibition, the Wray prize, success m the first Indian Civil Service (competitive) exami- 
nation, success at the Woolwich entrance examination, will rank as' University honours 
of the first class ; obtaining a respondency ; success at any of the subsequent Indian Civil 
Service examinations will rank as an University honour of the second rank. 

A Royal Scholarship shall become forfeited by the holder of it incurring any heavy 
collegiate censure, such as public admonition, or rustication ; or when all the examinations 
of any year have elapsed without his having obtained in that year one honour of the first 
rank, or two honours of the second rank, or what is stated in the preceding remilations as 
equivalent to these honours respectively. ° ° 

The exhibitions become due half-yearly, viz., on the 1st: of Max and on the 1st of No- 
vember. Payments will be made in May to such students only as' have obtained in' the 
preceding part of that year at least one honour of the second rank. A half-Yearly pay- 
ment, held over in May, will be made in November, provided an honour has been obtained 
in the meantime ; and payment for the entire year will lie made in November to such 
?™, e , u * s ?, s , had not qualified for the May half-year’s payment, and shall have then 
lulnlled all the requisites for the entire year. 

In cases where very distinguished merit has been shown during their undergraduate 
course by students holding minor scholarships, and where scholarships for the same school 
remain suspended, or have been forfeited, the Commissioners will, at the close of each 
year, receive memorials for such distinguished students for an increase of their stipend. 

Resolutions of the Board of Trinity College, Dublin, adopted in compliance with the 
wishes of “ The Commissioners of Education, in Ireland.” 

Resolved ,— That the scholars appointed from the Royal Schools by “ The Commissioners 
?* Education, m Ireland,” be permitted to wear velvet caps, and that their names be in 
the College books, immediately after the names of the University scholars, without, how- 
ever, altering their degree of seniority amongst their class-fellows.

^ The Commissioners of Education in Ireland” will -grant annually two prizes, one of
